Cruiser 
Chicago 
Sm ashes 
Into 
the 
Luckless Bennington. 
San Francisco, Aug. 18.—The crui­ 
ser Chicago, flagship of the Pacific 
squadron, flying the flag of Admiral 
Goodrich, went aground close to the 
lighthouse and fog signal station on 
Angel Island in this harbor. 
She came 
up from San Diego with the disabled 
gunboat Bennington in tow and ac­ 
companied by the navy tug Fortune 
A strong ebb tide was running and in 
the current the tow line on which the 
Bennington wa* trailing parted. 
Be­ 
fore her headway could be stopped the 
Chicago ran her nos** upon the beach. 
The Bennington 
on her m omentum 
sailed up close to the stern of the 
stranded vessel before her anchors 
took hold. 
The tug Fortune soon got a line to 
the Chicago and succeeded in pulling 
her clear of the bottom, but When she 
came off she took a sheer that sent 
her straight for the anchored Benning­ 
ton. 
The current of the tide carried 
her down across the bow of the an­ 
chored vessel, and there was a sm ash­ 
ing of metal when th * y came together. 
Then the two vessels, afoul of each 
other, went drifting on the tide. 
Both 
were considerably damaged. 


Portsmouth, N. IL, Aug. IS.—The 
crn ls in the peace conference has 
been rea* bed and pessimism is again

Rut the darkest hour is just 
before the dawn, and there is still 
hope. 
Predictions of a final rupture 
today certainly will not be justified 
unless 
Barou 
Koniura 
figuratively 
picks ut) his hat and announces that 
it is useless to proceed further. 
Mr. 
Witte at least will not be precipitate. 
At today’s session after Article l l 
(the limitation of R ussia’s sea power 
in the far East) and Article 12 (fish­ 
ing rights on the Russian littoral) are 
disposed of, he will favor att adjourn­ 
ment until Monday to hear the last 
word from St, Petersburg. 
The pessimism today is based upon 
the fact that no progress was made 
yesterday. 
The exchange of views at 
the morning session on Article 9 (re­ 
m uneration for the cost of the war) 
showed at once that the plenipotenti­ 
aries were as far apart as the poles, 
and it was passed over. 
Article IO 
(the surrender of the interned Russian 
warships) 
was also passed, not be­ 
cause it could not have been arranged, 
but because, with the shadow of the 
two main points in dispute hanging 
over the conference, both sides were 
cautious ami preferred to postpone it 
to the end. 
Article ll (limitation of 
sea power) is also adjustable after 
modification, and Article 12 wilt pre­ 
sent no difficulties. 
So that today the 
situation was practically what it wa* 
when Mr. W itte last Saturday pre­ 
sented the Russian reply with its non 
possumus to Articles 5 and 9 (indem ­ 
nity and Sakhalin). 
The only chance now is com prom ise 
— Russia to yield Sakhalin and Japan 
indemnity. 
Neither will yield both, 
and perhaps Japan at the final show* 
of hands will yield neither. 
Mr. Witte 
under the imperial indications con­ 
tained in the instructions given him 
before 
be 
left 
St. 
Petersburg, can 
agree neither to pay war tribute nor 
cede a foot of Russian soil, 
St. P ete rs­ 
burg, therefore, in the last resort re ­ 
mains to be heard from.

TREATY OF PEACE 


Will Be Outcome cf Conference, Says 
London Diplomat. 


London. Aug. IS 
While pessimism 
reigns suprem e in the reports from 
Portsm outh and the editorials appear­ 
ing in the newspapers, th e re exists in 
official circles in London a strong con­ 
viction that a treaty of peace will he 
th* outcome of the conference, 
it is 
declared that th** British government, 
which has been kept informed of the 
progress of negotiations through Mr. 
llayashl, is fairly hopeful that a last­ 
ing peace will be concluded, 
A diplomat said: 
"It is natural for 
both sides to assume an unyielding at­ 
titude and to m aintain their respec­ 
tive positions to th*- point of breaking 
off negotiations. 
This has been the 
practice of plenipotentiaries at every 
peace conference. 
I do hot believe 
that the plenipotentiaries in this case 
will leave Portsmouth without signing 
a treaty. 
Their responsibility for th*- 
continuance of this ghastly war is too 
serious. 
Honor in the contest has 
been won and lost already and a treaty 
with or without sacrifice on points of 
differences will affect the prestige of 
neither. 
“ Both the Russians and Japanese 
knew practically what term s could be 
arranged when it was agreed to meet. 
and the Russians were well aware that 
the Japanese would want Sakhalin and 
an indemnity. 
If the plenipotentiaries 
keep their tem per! I am of the opinion 
that they are not likely to split on any 
points before them."
